by the Guide Lamp Division in Anderson, Indiana. 
His decorations include the Air Medal with seven Oak Leaf 


Clusters and the European-African-Middle East Medal with five

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Coss У) EARL BRINGS HER IN 


Major Earl L. Higbie 


A “cool,” veteran pilot veered his crippled, burning jet fighter 
away from a heavily populated area recently and rode it into a 
pasture he had picked for an emergency landing at the south edge 
of Hulman Field. 

The pilot, Maj. Earl L. Higbie, shown above, 40 years old, a 
member of the 181st Fighter Group, Indiana Air National Guard, 
scrambled from the cockpit, dragging his parachute and survival 
kit with him as he dashed to safety. 

Hours after the noon crash several persons praised Maj. Higbie 
for his calmness and keeping the jet away from the homes west of 
Hulman Field on Terre Haute's East Side. 

Brig. Gen. Allison Maxwell of Indiana, chief of staff of the 
Indiana Air National Guard, praised Maj. Higbie, saying "he is an 
outstanding pilot" who did an excellent job in setting the plane 
down without causing death or injury to other persons and for 
causing a minimum of property damage. 

“He's always real cool and calm,” Gen Maxwell added. 

Higbie was making a simulated flame out flight over Hulman 
Field when his F-84F developed engine trouble. 

Higbie said as he tried to increase power after flying at reduced 
power to simulate the flame out (engine failure), the engine quit. 
He switched to emergency fuel but with little result. The plane 
then caught fire. 

Higbie said his altitude was about 400 feet, too low to parachute 
to safety and that if he had not stayed with the plane it might 
have fallen in flames on nearby homes. 

He turned the plane in hopes he could land on a Hulman Field 
runway downwind but had to guide it into a pasture at the south- 
west edge of the airport as he glided across Ind. 46. 

The plane landed on its tail and wing fuel tanks for a “smooth” 
landing, Higbie said. It skidded about 400 yards, knocking down 
two fences, barely missing a large tree and scattering 16 ponies. 

The plane burned furiously for several hours. 

Mrs. Jean Farr, 38, who rushed from her house on Ind. 46 after 
hearing a plane “that didn't sound right," ran to Higbie’s aid. 

"She's the best woman fence jumper I ever saw," Higbie said, 
adding that she really came a running. "She was the first thing 
I saw when I climbed from the plane." 

Mrs. Farr said, “Ве was the calmest person I ever saw. He acted 
as though nothing had happened." 

She said he waved at her as she approached to indicate he was 
not hurt and also waved at another jet circling overhead. 


Higbie said he suffered no injuries except for a minor cut on his 
forehead and a stiff neck. 


“I had lots of luck," he added. 
The crash occurred about 2% miles south of his home. 


He is chief of maintenance at Hulman Field for the Air Guard 
and is a veteran of World War II. 


Gen. Maxwell said the cause of the power failure has not been 
determined but was due obviously to-sefne material failure in the

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NEW AIR BASE COMMANDER 
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Deputv Commander of Headquar- 
ters, 122d Fighter Group. Promoted 
to Colonel, Indiana Air National 
Guard in October 1948, In this 
position he assisted greatlv in the 
reorganization of the Indiana Air 
National Guard and assumed com- 
mand of the 122d Fighter Group 
in Oetober 1950. 


Brigadier General Maxwell was 
called to Federal service during the 
Korean confliet and served out- 
standingly for a period of over two 
years. During the Korean conflict, 
Brigadier General Maxwell en- 
gaged in 48 Combat Service Sup- 
port Missions in C-47 aircraft and 
13 Combat Missions in F-51 air- 
craft. 

He was promoted to the rank of 
Brigadier General, as Commander 
of the 122d Fighter Bomb Wing in 
January 1955 and was assigned as 
Chief of Staff, Indiana Air Nation- 
al Guard in March 1956. He served 
on the Air Staff Committee on Air 
National Guard policy since July 
1956 and was elected as Secretary 
of the National Guard Association 
of the United States in November, 
1960. 


General Maxwell's influence is 
reflected to a marked degree in 
every commander in the Indiana 
Air National Guard not only as a 
result of his past performance as 
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Оп 20 December 1960 the ар- 
pointment of Brigadier General 
Allison Maxwell as Base Com- 
mander of Hulman Field Air Na- 
tional Guard Base, Terre Haute, 
Indiana, was announced. 


General Maxwell succeeds Lt 
Colonel George E. Myers who 
had been the Base Commander 
since 21 July 1956. Colonel Myers 
submitted his resignation in order 
to accept position of Installations 
Supervisor at the base. 

In announcing the appointment, 
it was stated “General Maxwell is 
the best qualified Air Officer in the 
Indiana Air National Guard for 
this position and we are all happy 
that General Maxwell has accepted 
this new responsibility." 

“Brigadier General Maxwell be- 
gan his military career in 1939, as 
a private in the 113th Observation 
Squadron. He applied for pilot 
training and was awarded his 
pilot's rating and commissioned a 
Second Lieutenant in May 1940. 
During World War II he served as 
a bomber pilot and flew combat 
missions in A-20 and A-26 type 
aircraft. He was released from ac- 
tive duty in 1946 as a Lieutenant 
Colonel. 

He reentered Indiana National 
Guard service from the Officer Re- 
serve Corps in October 1946, as 
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General Mark W. Clark is shown receiving a Certificate of 
Achievement for effectively promoting the security of the United 
States. The presentation was made by A.U.S.A. President Milton G.
